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Debate over 
opioid crisis

City hall mulls 
whether to request 
state of emergency

Fatal opioid overdoses .are on the rise in 
Edmonton, but does it warrant a state 
of emergency? 

That was the question at city hall 
Monday as representatives from fire 
and polite departments spoke about 
the toll drugs tire taking on families 
and first responders. 

Mayor Don Jveson told reporters fur¬ 
ther work is required to determine if the 
province should call a state of emergency 
over the crisis. 

Debate over such action — which 
would give the province extraordinary 
powers — comes after the province re¬ 
ported 343- fentanyl-related overdose 
deaths in 201 ft. tip 25 per cent from 2015. 

In the Edmonton region. 106 people 
died from overdoses last year. Suburban 


men aged 16 to 34 and indigenous popie 
lations are considered at high risk. 

“It may or may not be actually what's 
needed right now. but 1 don’t want to 
rule out the opportunity as things es¬ 
calate. and as we understand more, 
whether that would be helpfi.il calling 
for it/ Iveson said. 

Though Deputy Police Chief Brian 
Simpson told the committee declaring 
a public health emergency could also 
help police with mounting costs, the 
province clarified such action wouldn't 
result in more funding. 

However. Simpson said buying new 
opioid-testing equipment and safety gear 
has been costly. "It would help address 
some of the costs as this process has hit 
us/ Simpson told the committee. 

The state of emergency could also 
mean “more robust and available treat¬ 
ment supports/ similar to how flu clinks 
operate, according to Jenny Kain, dire cto r 
of family and community supports with 
the city. "They are concerned that's not 
happening as robustly as it could be." 

Ihe province has said a state of emer¬ 
gency isn't necessary, arguing such meas¬ 
ures are more effective under a highly 
communicable disease outbreak.

There 
are thousands of people all 
there for the same cause, and 
it was the most positive and 
peaceful place Tve been. I 
didn't expect it to be such an 
easy place to work. I didn't 
have any contacts with the 
Sioux people before I went 
but, in general, they were very

MacDonald Lofts 
facing 377 charges

The owners of a subsidized apart¬ 
ment near Rogers Place are fa¬ 
cing hundreds of Ihiblic Health 
Act charges. 

Alberta Health Services con- 
fumed Monday that owners and 
managers of the MacDonald Lofts 
building on 105 Avenue are fa¬ 
ring 377 charges for failing to 
comply with health orders. 

Last August, Alberta Health 
Services declared six units were 
not safe for human habitation 
and ordered residents to va¬ 
cate, weeks after upset residents 
spoke out over an unexpected 
rent spike. 

Spokesperson Kerry William¬ 
son said AHS always attempts to 
work collator.!lively with build¬ 
ing owners. and landlords to pro¬ 
actively address issues before 
escalating, and that it’s rare for 


AHS to take legal action. 

“Prior to proceeding with 
legal action AH S' Bnvironmental 
Public Health staff conducted 
more than a hundred inspec¬ 
tions within the budding. issued 
four compliance letters, and met 
several times with the property 
managers to discuss ongoing 
issues with maintenance and 
pest control, 1 * Williamson wrote 
in an email. 

“The property management's 
lack of responsive actions cre¬ 
ated a direct and avoidable risk 
to the health of the tenants in 
the building.” 

Property manager Dave Mar- 
tyshuk said he will be pleading 
not guilty but is under a gag or¬ 
der and not able to discuss the 
case further 

In late November, Ice Dis¬ 
trict — part of Katz Group — 
announced it would purchase 
MacDonald Lofts, and that the 
102-year-old building would like 
ly have to be vacated for repairs.

As staff at Welcome Place in 
Winnipeg held a press confer¬ 
ence Monday to discuss their 
“maxed out M services* one of 
their volunteer drivers was 
headed to the Port of Emerson 
to pick up five more asylum 
seekers who crossed the border 
overnight. 

RCMP said Monday they 
intercepted 2S people illegally 
coming into Canada over the 
weekend, bonce Jan. 1, po¬ 
lice have intercepted 69 men. 
women and children. 

Rita Chahal. executive direc¬ 
tor of Welcome Place, said she 
recently held a six-month-old 
baby and looked into the eyes 
of two- and four-year-olds kids 
who trekked across the bonier 
with their parents Saturday in 
hopes of getting to Winnipeg. 

"When 1 sasv the little kids. 


1 always think about “What if 
something had happened?' We 
don't want to see a situation 
like we’ve seen a couple years 
ago that brought all of us to our 
knees," she said, referring to 
the image of /Jan Kurd], a Syr¬ 
ian toddler whose body washed 


up on the shores of a beach in 
Turkey in 2015. 

Welcome Place temporarily 
housed 21 asylum seekers they 
picked up from the border in 
their own facility on blannatyne 
Avenue. Chahal said this is tech¬ 
nically not allowed by the fed¬ 


eral government, who only pay 
them to help government and 
privately-sponsored refugees. 
The refugee claimants will be 
moved to other locations in the 
community soon, including the 
Salvation Army.

choice for me," said Chahal. 

“We have managed what 
might appear to be a crisis 
very qu icklv, very efficiently." 
she said. “We look at this from 
a very compassionate, from a 
humanitarian perspective. And 
when people come to our door 
and need our help, that’s what 
we'll do. Well help them." 

Welcome Place is asking for fi¬ 
nancial donations from the pub¬ 
lic — not goods or food, which 
they don’t have room to store. 

The agency wants help from 
the city and province in finding 
temporary housing spaces for 
refugee claimants. Chahal said 
she spoke to Mayor Brian Bow¬ 
man Monday about this, but had 
not yet heard from the province,

.After a second weekend surge 
of asylum seekers crossed into 
Manitoba on foot. Premier Brian 
Pailister told media Monday h is 
office is in talks with the prime 
minister's to determine safer 
solutions to border jumping. 

“' Ihene has been a call to the 
prime minister on this issue... 
We've established an interdepart¬ 
mental committee that is also in¬ 
vestigating and researching ways 
to address this,” Ballister said. 

The premier said his first

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Immigration board turns to 
triage to eliminate backlog 


The Immigration and Refugee 
Board will begin to triage and 
refer old Eind new claims for 
shorter hearings in March in 
an attempt to reduce its bal¬ 
looning backlog, or at least to 
stop it from snowballing. 

Through flexible scheduling 
and shorter hearing streaming, 
the Immigration and Refugee 
Board (1RB) hopes to increase 
the productivity of its 119 de¬ 
cision-makers by 15 to 20 per 
cent, said Paula Thompson, the 
board's chief of staff. 

The redeployment, an¬ 
nounced earlier in February, 
came on the heels of U.S. 


President Donald Trump's an¬ 
ti-refugee policies and Canada's 
lifting of the visit requirements 
for Mexican travellers in Decem¬ 
ber. However, Thompson said 
the board's move 
was not prompted 
by these events, 

“There's no direct 
relationship w i th 
what's going on in 
the 1 UnitedJ States," 

Thompson said. "So 
far we have seen a 
very negligible in¬ 
crease from Mexico. It's not a 
huge player right now. The last 
couple of months, we received 


75 Mexican claims each month." 

Data showed the IRE received 
an average of 1,700 new claims 
a month from January to August 
last year, but the number has 
skyrocketed to 2,400 
cases since. Current¬ 
ly, there are 19.000 
claims in the backlog. 

Under the new tri¬ 
age approach, claims 
w p ill be screened for 
short hearings if the 
cases are straight¬ 
forward and have no 
issues with the identity and 
credibility of the claimants.

How the shakes shook out 


It s dear Canadians were watch¬ 
ing Justin Trudeau and Donald 
Trump's first official meeting 
intently Monday morning, but 
who had the upper band? 

Trump, fast becoming the 
poster boy for awkward hand¬ 
shakes after an agonizing 
19-second handshake with 
Japanese lYime Minister Shinzo 
Abe. is said to be self-conscious 
about how his hands are per¬ 
ceived. 

Trudeau s tepped out of his 
motorcade at the White House 
and immediately shook Trump's 


hand. This was to his benefit, 
according to Mark Bowden, an 
expert in hunum behaviour and 
body language who created the 
company I'ruthplane, a com¬ 
munication training company. 

Trudeau and Trump were 
in close quarters, meaning 
the president couldn’t pull the 
prime minister in and force him 
off balance, something Trump 
often does to assert dominance, 
Bowden said. 

"I think Trudeau for sure held 
his own. 41 Bowden said. 

But Trump wasn't done. He 


placed his hand on top of Tru¬ 
deau's shoulder, another show 
of dominance, according to 
Bowden. Trudeau responded 
in turn, placing his hand on 
Trump’s aim. 

Later, while seated, they shook 
hands again.This time, Trudeau 
may have come out on top. 

“What's interesting is Trump 
actually offers Trudeau the up¬ 
per band? Bowden said. 

Trudeau also leaned into the 
handshake, "encroaching on 
Trump's territory? Bowden said.

Risks lurk as RRSP 
season approaches

Investors wary 
angry Trump 
tweet may hit 
their holdings 

As investors head into R.RSI f 
season this year, steaks in Can¬ 
ada and the United States sit 
at or near record levels, but 
tensions are rising and that 
could mean volatile times for 
the markets. 

Before the U.S. presidential 
election, many had predicted 
that a Trump win would send 
stock markets crashing. But 


the reverse happened. Markets 
cheered the election of the 
real estate mogul and charged 
ahead in the weeks follow¬ 
ing the vote. But the reality of 
the frump administration has 
stalled to sink in and invest¬ 
ors are becoming wary about 
what an angry tweet can do to 
their holdings. 

Jurrien Timnier, director of 
global macro at Fidelity invest¬ 
ments. said Americans elected 
a “'disnjpter" and with that, the 
"game has changed. 41 

“Since the 2009 bottom, 
post-tbe financial crisis, price 
has outperformed earnings in 
a very big way," he said. 

“The question is. "What are 


people going to be whiling to 
pay for those earnings if we 
are faced with political and 
polity uncertainty? 44 ' 

Timmer said he expects the 
U.S. markets will do well be¬ 
cause earnings are expected 
to grow, but the risk from un¬ 
charted political waters may 
mean that stock prices might 
not keep up whth a rise in cor¬ 
porate profits. 

Instead, Timmer is looking 
to European and emerging 
markets. 

“I am increasingly of the 
opinion that the opportunities 
in 2017 are going to be outside 
of the U.S.. H he said.

Hortons and Burger King sees 
fert ile ground for rapid expan¬ 
sion for both chains in the 
United States. 

The United States is “one 
of the biggest opportunities" 
for expanding the coffee and 
burger chains, said Uaniel 


Schwartz, CEO of Restaurant 
Brands Internationa] Jnc. 

Tim Hortons had 683 U.S. 
locations as of Dec. 31, 2016. 
Burger King’s U.S. operations 
had more than 7.000 restau¬ 
rants as of Dec. 31, 2015. 

KBI is also intent on rapidly 
expanding Tim Hortons around 


the world, signing three sep¬ 
arate master franchise joint 
venture agreements to bring 
the chain to the Philippines, 
Britain and Mexico. The com¬ 
pany expects to open the first 
locations this year, said chief 
financial officer Josh Kobza.

The photo wasn't a smalt 
thing, tl was a token of insider 
status. 3t was Justin Trudeau's 
wristband. 

On arriving at the White 
House on Monday for his first 
facento-face meeting with 
Donald Trump, Justin I'mdeau 
brought a gift, a framed print 
of a photo showing Pierre 
tlliott Trudeau and I>ona!d 
Trump at a function in the 
Waldorf Astoria in 1931. T he 
elder Trudeau was receiving 
the Family of Man Gold Med¬ 
allion Award. Trump, then 
about 34 years old, was offer¬ 
ing remarks at the podium. 
Both men were in tuxes. 

Justin Trudeau's first tele¬ 
phone conversation with 
Trump was last Nov. 9. the day 
after he amazed the world by 
winning the electoral college 
and the presidency, 'hump 
mentioned that he had met 
Trudeau's father back in the 
day and admired him. This 
was news to Justin Trudeau. 
But apparently detectives 
were pul on Lhe search, and 
photographic evidence was 
unearthed at Library and Ar¬ 
chives Canada. Print* frame* 
Bob's your unde. 

Now here's why it matters: 
Donald Trump has spent his 
life dividing the world into 
people who deserve to gel in 
and people who don't* 

That's how he became the 
target, at 37* Of a justice de¬ 
partment lawsuit in 1973 that 
claimed he and his lather re¬ 
fused to rent to black tenants. 
{The Trumps countersued: the 
eventual settlement included 
no admission of guilt.) 

It's what Trump seeks to 
do along the Mexican bolder. 
It's why he keeps smacking 
his bead against the courts 
and the U.S. Constitution as 
he seeks to close America's 
borders to visa-holders from 
seven predominately Muslim 
countries. 

It's what he does with 
membership fees at Mar- 
a-Lago and other exclusive 
Trump dubs. It’s what be has 
taken great pleasure in doing 
as he selects members of his

cabinet. 

If Trump decides you're not 
allowed in, you gel nowhere 
With him, He mocks you on 
Twitter, makes policy just to 
spite you* summons the spuL- 
tering apparatus of" the While 
House staff and the rickety 
machinery of government to 
shut you down* if any of them 
can manage the task, 

But if he accepts you, you 
actually have some latitude 
with him. The most aston¬ 
ishing example so far is the 
way he let Geit. James Mattis 
do, once Mattis became his 
nominee as defence secre¬ 
tary, what nobody else had 
succeeded iu doing: persuade 
Trump that torture is useless 
as an instrument of govern¬ 
ment policy* 

Thump's attitude is sum¬ 
marized in. the lyrics., at first 
comic and then haunting, of 
Paul Simon’s recent single, 
"Wristband"’: '’Wristband, 
my mail, you’ve got to have a 
wristband/ If you don’t have a 
wristband* my man, you don’t 
get through the door.” 

Justin Trudeau decided 
early that he was better inside 
the door than out. Two pieces 
of political theatre yesterday 
were designed to get him in. 


First, the photo. It shows 
that when Hump spins a 
random old yam over the 
phone, Trudeau listens and 
acts. And it reminds Hump 
that two successive genera¬ 
tions of Trudeaus have been 
the kind of people who could 
walk through the kind of door 
only Donald Trump can open. 
That’s what a wristband does, 

Second, the round table on 
women entrepreneurs with 
Ivanka Hump. 

The president has been in 
open conflict with the Nord¬ 
strom department-store chain 
for a week because Nordstrom 
dropped ivanka Trump’s line 
of clothing and accessories. 

He lias sent White House staff¬ 
ers out to plead her case* and 
castigate Nordstrom, on tbe 
news shows. In Canada, some 
are calling for a boycott of The 
Bay because tbe chain won’t 
drop Ivanka Trump’s mer¬ 
chandise. 

And what does Trudeau 
do in the middle of all this? 
His office organizes an event 
with Ivanka Hump, sits with 
cabinet ministers and senior 
staff at a long table to hear 
her ideas, makes her the focus 
at midday of an international 
summit. 


Trudeau could not have

welcomed and accepted, in 
the middle of a storm, just as 
Trudeau’s father was accepted 
at some society shindig Trump 
attended a generation ago. 

From this basis, miracles 
need not ensue and trouble 
is not banished. At their joint 
news conference. Trump 
seemed plainly bored by the 
bilateral Issues the two had 
discussed, eager to change 
the subject to Mexicans or 
terrorism or Mike Flynn, his 
embattled national security 
adviser — who has his wrist¬ 
band. was welcomed inside 
the peri meter long ago, and 
whom Trump was therefore in 
a mood to defend. 

Trudeau’s gamble is that by 
getting in close to Trump — 
closer than many Canadians 
on the centre and Jeff want 
him to get — he’ll have voice 
and standinginside that weird 
bunker, for as long as Hump 
influences our two countries’ 
shared life.

Feminist photo-op fail 



When the world leader with 
the most enviable hair met 
the one with the least enviable 
conib-over, no bromance was 
to be expected. 

Justin Trudeau campaigned 
(though hasn’t exactly gov¬ 
erned) on policies so progres¬ 
sive he was often photo- 
shopped alongside a unicorn. 
Trump campaigned on rhet¬ 
oric so divisive he became 
synonymous with 1'epe the 
alt-right frog. 

When the pair met Monday, 
Trudeau, in cliche Canadian 
form, was perfectly polite, 
avoiding criticism of the chaos- 
inducing travel ban and focus¬ 
ing on "middle class families.” 

it would have been a per¬ 
fectly respectable, if slightly 
leky. meeting for Trudeau. 

But on women, he blew it. 

Working with the U.S. on 
economic issues makes sense.

"We just had a very pro¬ 
ductive meeting with women 
business leaders ... where we 
discussed how to secure every¬ 
thing that we know — the fml 
power of women* can do bet¬ 
ter than anybody else,” Trump 
said — unintelligibly — in a 
press conference Monday, 

But the message was clean 
"I care about wumeri!" he was 
saying* as Trudeau smiled on 
like a nutritionist who jumped 
into bed with Lhe soil drink 
lobby* 

And just as doomed.

Katherine North. 30. can't, wait for her 
wedding day. Her dress hits been orclerecL 
Her bridesmaids planned a bachebrette.

She’s part of a growing trend of mil¬ 
lennial writing their own rule books 
when it comes to weddings..

'Alarming' lack of 
drug tests in La Liga 


Political stalemate in Spam and 
failure to reach a deal with foot¬ 
ball's governing bodies have 
damaged efforts to maintain dop¬ 
ing tests in the Spanish league. 

Only 57 doping tests have 
been carried out in Spains first 
division this season, according 
to the country's anti-doping 
agency, while more than 400 
players have seen action in over 
200- matches so bur. In 
2015, Spain's anti-dop¬ 
ing agency carried out 
889 doping tests in the 
top two divisions of 
Spanish football and 
the Co pa del Key tour¬ 
nament, an average of 
74 a month. 

Questions from The 
Associated Press re¬ 
garding when those 
57 tests were carried out and 
if testing in football is still con¬ 
tinuing were not immediately 
answered by the agency. 

Equally worrying for WADA, 
the world's anti-doping agency, 
those 57 tests in the first six 
months of the season were done 
while Spain remains non-com- 
pliant with WADA's stricter stan¬ 
dards. WADA called the lack of 
tests in a football league that 
boasts such star talents as Lionel 
Messi. Cristiano Ronaldo and 
Neymar “alarming"

“The lack of testing in a coun¬ 
try with one of the leading foot¬ 
ball leagues worldwide for a 
period of almost 12 months is 
alarming, and will do little to in¬ 
stil confidence in clean sport at 
a time when it is needed most." 
WADA said in a statement. 

Spain's anti-doping agency 
said thitl the Spanish govern¬ 
ment is dose to ending an al¬ 
most year-long wait 
to bring its doping 
legislation up to 
WADA standards. 
The government 
had been unable to 
act following a pol¬ 
itical deadlock in 
parliament caused 
by two inconclusive 
elections that finally 
gave way to a new 
government in October. 

Spain's anti-doping agency 
said that, untike in football, it 
succeeded in reaching agree¬ 
ments with the international 
governing bodies of other sports 
to assist in maintaining doping 
tes ting du ring the past year. Its 
efforts, however, to strike such 
a bargain with both HJrA and 
UEFA failed. “Both federations 
declined to sign the agreement" 
the Spanish agency said in a 
statement.
